Revision of Minbis Laws. 

Tlio Select Committeo appointed 
the oarlj part of tho ])rosoiit yonsion 
fortbo purpose of reviaing tho minin{!: 
laws of this rrovinco have coinpletod 
their work. The ohuuges rccomiueiid- 
ed are few and simple; yet they are of 
▼it&l impdrtance, — calculated, as wo 
think, to iimugurato a new era in the 
mining hiHtory of British Cohinibia. Of 
the chanpfes recommended that wliicli 
enables eveiy miner to acquire an es- 
tate in fee-simple in his mining' claim, 
whether that claim may consist of one 
hundred foot or of one hundred aorcs, 
is by far tho most importnut. Why is 
it tliat niining for gold in Briti.sli Co- 
lumbia has become so much depressed V 
Why is it that silver • mining has not^ 
commenced ? Simply on account o 
the illiberal character of the laws 
■which have regulated thcHo operations; 
and chiefly because of the uncertain 
and unsatisfactory tenuro by which 
mining claims liave boon hold. Tho 
inflow of foreign (English) capital has 
been the life of mining operations in 
California, Nevada, and Idaho. Mil- 
lions upon inilliuus of foreign capital 
liave been invested in tho.so countries. 
Wliy is it that foreign capital has not 
found its way into British Columbia ? 
Certainly not because of the poorness 
of our mines. Solely on account of 
the fact that capitalists would not risk 
their money where the tenure was so 
uncertain. "Wherever an effort had 
been made to enlist foreign ('a])ital that 
has been the stuinbling-bluck. Tho 
richness of the mines was aoknowlodged; 
but no man of sense would risk his money 
in ground or rook held at the caprico of 
a government oflScial in a foreign coun- 
try. "When we look buck a few years wo 
feel astonished at tho illiberal, narrow, 
Btupid, policy which so (.'tToctiudly i^ealeil 
up the latent mineral wealth of the coun- 
try aguin.st the sacrilon;ious tou.-h of tho 
foreign capitalist. Notable in tho mining 
histoiy of Briti.sh Colninbia will be the 
Cherry Creek ell'ort. A- few otitor])rising 
gentlemen belonging to tho C'olony dis- 
covered what they bcliovoil to bo, anil 
still beleivo to bo, a rich silver Inuil on 
Cherry Creok, in the Kamloops cuntry, 
Thoy ox])ondad largo sums of money in 
prospecting tho lead, and shipped several 
tons of ore to 8an Francisco for assay. 
The result of the assay was in the highest 
degree satisfactory, some of the rock 
yielding at the rate of 000 to the ton. 
No dilliculty would have been cxpricnced 
in obtaining tho nocfissurv cai)itiil in San 
Francisco to work the mine or to buy it 
outright at a handsome tiguie. But there 
^ was no title to the ground. It took some 
two yaars' importunipg to extort a lease 
from the Govermxieut. Tho conii>any 
wore coni])elled to pay tlio Attornc v-Gcn- 
end tho sum of two bnndreil dcjlbu-s for 
drawing it np. It was '.veil worth tho 
money in one sense. Its multifarious and 
unique covenant's and provisions covered 
thrity superficial feet of parchment. These 
odvanants and pro'visions wore of such a 
nature aa to constituto tho Government 
Inspector cZe factrt vn^^-a^-r, -j-^^ i-ur oj 
„^»».a. ±10 must be consulted iit 
every step, feed at every turn, and ho 
could, at any time, and upon his nioro 
ipi'e (li.cil, doolaro the Icaso forfiiitod, and 
tho whole of the works, appurtenances 
and structures would bocoiuo the solo 
and absolute property of the (lovernniont. 
The lease, moreover, involved tho jiay- 
nient'of rents and charges of a most op 
pressive and unjust charactar. It may 
be askod, wliy did the <.'oinpany aceej)! 
such a loaso ? The answer is siinpio 
enough. They had already ei]j(}nib'ii .t, 
large amount of money and were eduli- 
dent of the richness of tho mine, and they 
accepted the lease because it was the best 
they could get. A copy of this ponderous 
and extraordinary instrument of destruc- 
tion was prepared for the i)urpose of be- 
ing submitted to capitalists at San i'rau- 
cisco, who wore, from a knowledge of the 
richness of tho roek, eap;er to invest in 
tho mine, tlie original boinff of too jjoii- 
derons a character for removal. The 
copying cost tifty dollars. The copyist 
earned his money. What ■was tho result 
of the submi.ssiou of the lease to Han Fr.iii- 
cisco caiiitali^ts ? First, surprise; then 
disf^ust. Thccom])any, denparing of in- 
ducing foreign oapitid to seek shelter un- 
der the two sheepskins, struggled on un- 
til they exhausted their capital, and tinal- 
Yf snspeuded operations; and to-day th(>y 
are unable to ac<]uiro any riglit or titii; 
to a lodge upon which tiiny have exjiend- 
od upwards of thirty thousand (lolhu-."v, it 
haviiif? become so comjilotol)' buried and 
lost amiil the niurity covenants and crush- 
ing ront;i (if tlie aforesaid jiarchment. 
This CIS) lias l)oon dwelt upon, be- 
cause it Horvivs admirably a.s an 
illustration of the policy (':') which has 
hitherto bolted and barred tho mineral 
wealth of british Columl)iu aKainsI 
foreign cajjital. It is to bo hoped 
that the Cherry Creek Silver 
Mining Company may see their wny 
clear to iilacin^' their leasc in tho I'ro- 
vincial Mu;;oum, for tho information and 
amusement of posteiity. With tlio 
changes recommended by tlie Select Com- 
mittee, which will (lonbtlesM be adopted 
by tho House, n now mining era will be- 
gin; for with a Crown Deed the owner 
of a mine will experience little dinicnlty 
in raisinnr monev by mortpago or by dis- 
posing of his mine, in whole or in pr.r , 
to capitalists. Indeed, we are led to be- 
lieve that then' is, in .San Francisco, 
plenty of cajntal reaily to be invested in 
our mines, wheuovor a sure title can bo 
given. •

INFOBMATION. 

Mr. Cogftn moved for tho publication 
of a pnniphlot in n conipomlious form to 
furnish iiifoiniation roapcctinf» the agri- 
, cultural, milling, Iiunlinr, lisliinpf undotli- 

• lier induatrial resources of tlie Province. 

Mr. Booth aeoondod, and said tho book 
ahoold also be printed in French. 

Mr. HolbrooK thought tho matter might 
be left with the iininif,'riition iigonts at Han 

• Francisco and Lomlon. 

Considorublo discuHHioii arose oyer this 
resolution a;* to tho character of tUe pamph- 
let required; and Mr. Smith strongly op- 
posed the introduction of any more immi- 
graots until more Tvork was provided for 
those already there. 

Mr. Humplueys asserted that if 25 or 
30 families were to land hero to-morrow 
there was no department to which thoy 
could apply for information where thoy 
■wore to settle. Ho believed all the ci- 
penso incurred so far had been thrown 

Mr. Semlin asked tho Government bow 

many immigrants had arrived in the Pro- 
vince as tho tho re.sult of the labors of the 
immigration apenta ? 

Hon. Mr. DoCo.'siuos replied that he 
was not aware how nuiny had arrived; but 
some had certainly come in. 

Mr. Robertson s^id that when he left 
tho oflSoe of tho Provincial Secretary ha 
iHft a report of what the Government had 
done under this head. A.s an act of jus- 
tice to tho late ZMinistry he thought it 
ought to be laid hcforo tliia House. 

Hon, Mr. Boavon said lio liad applied 
for information and hoped soon to bo in a 
position to furnish all that was necessary. 

Mr. Todd thought wo had as many men 
in this country aii tho country could sup- 
port. If there was no other way to 
spend the money tho Province had it 
had better i)nt it in tho Savings Bank and 
let it increase by iutereat until, a few 
years honco, when an immigration fund 
might be necessary, it could be used for 
that purpose. 

The resolution -was carried, 12 to 9. 
WILD IjAMI) tax. 

Mr. Smithe said that tho Govornmont 
yesterday brought down tho very Bill 
of which he had given uotico. They had ta- 
ken the hint from his motion in order to 
secure a little credit for themselves at bis 
expense. 

Hon. Mr. "Walkem said that the hon. 
gentleman labored under an imaginary 
com2)laint. (Laugliter. ) 

PIUVILliOE.S A.VU lUM L'NITIKS. 

Mr. .Sinithe moved that a Srloct Com- 
mittee bo appointed to draft a Bill to pro- 
vide for the Privileges aad Immanities 
necessarv to be enjoyed by the Legisla- 
tnra of this Province; Co7ninitto« to bn 
composed of the fnllowi'>fj momber.s :— 
. ..M-oBio. tvalkem, McCreight, Robson, 
Semlin, Duck and Smitho. 

Mr. Gogan seconded. 

Hon. Mr. DeCoamo.-i suggoated that tli« 
words "Legislative Assembly ' bo substi- 
tuted for Lngislature. 

Mr. Smitho accepted the amendment. 

Mr. Booth said that when a bill of this 
kind had been vetoed by tho Imperial 
authorities, ho thought tho House Miould 
be careful how it passed a .similar bill. 
He could not discover from iho dispatchoa 
that we had the right to doline our privi- 
leges and immunities. 

Mr. Eobertson said tho hon. gentleman 
liad mistaken the object of the resolution. 
We were not seeking to sot up the rights 
of British Columbia as against tlie rights 
pf Canada. All tho rosolution called for 
W(».s to dofino what i-iglits and immunitios 
we hi.^v«. The Ontario .\ct was disallow- 
ed becaJise in one particular it interfered 
with the prerogative of the Imperial Leg- 
islature; out the Ontario Legislature were 
invited to pass another Act defining their 
rights and privileges. 

Hon. Mr. Wallcum asked to have his 
name struck from the Coiuinitteo becau.so 
he had already more work than ho could 
attend to. 

Mr. McCroight said that undflr the Brit- 
ish North America Act the House bad 
the right to protect its members from pro- 
secution for words spoken in debate. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem's namo was droj)ped 
aud Mr. Eol)ortson .s name added, and the 
' resolution was carried. 

QUE.STIO.N.S. 

Mr. Humiibreys asked what kind of du- 
ty Mr. 0. Hare performed for which a 
commission of 5>88 -19 was paid him ? 

Hon. Dr. Ash replied that tlio Magis- 
trate authorized Mr. llaro to tollctd licen- 
ses from Chinese und others working on 
outside creeks and that he received the 
amount as commission. 

IMMIORATIOM. 

In reply to Mr. Bubertson, hon. Mr. 

DoCosmos said that the Agents-General 
at London would be continued; but it 
was uncertain whotlior tho Immigration 
Agent at San i''ranci.sco would bo contin- 
ued.

House went into (liimniitteo on this bill, 
Mr. Robinson iu tho Ciiair. 

Clause 1, road us follows:— It isnot law- 
ful for any merchant, tradesinan, artificer, 
J., B^echanic, workman, laborer, or other 
persoQ whataoevor, on the Lord's Day, 
to sell or publicly shew forth, or expose, 
or offer for sale, or to luirchaso, any goods, 
chattels, or other personal [)roporty, or 
any real estate wiiatHoovor, or to do or 
eierciao any worldly labor, bufiiness, or 
work of his ordinary" calling, (conveying 
travellers or llor Majesty's mails by land 
or yffkiet, selling drugs and medicines, and 
other works of necessity, and works of 
charity, only excepted.) 

Mr. Hollirooli tliouglit the bill ought to 
prevent clergymen fi-oni }iroiu'hi)ig on the 
Bunday, which was not ii work of charity, 
«nd thoyworo paid for doing it, [ laughter. J 
Ue had no objection to Municipalities 
'having power to make ragulationa in this 
respect; but a general law would fail. 

Jilr. Smith said tho bill was a good one 
of its kind, [n laugh. J Victoria was a 
moral city; j»ui .up country be thoug;ht 



there was more morality. [Laughter. J 
There n ight be immoral places in this 
city, but ir there were he had never been 
into them. [Laughter.] Wo had tho 
English Sunday Observance Act in force 
in this Province, and such being the case 
he would move that the Committee do 
now rise. 

Mr. Robertson moved thai the Commit- 
too rise and report progress. Lost. 
Tho motion to Visa was carried — 17 to 

6. 

IN THH HO0SH. 

Mr. Robertson rose to a question of 
privilege. Ho claimed that ho had been 
unfaiily treated by the course adopted by 
the Committoo. It bad refused him an 
opportunity of explaining the bill, and he 
thought that an hon. member could not 
have been snubbed in a more disagreeable 
manner. 

Mr. McCreight— The Committee could 
not have chosou a more disagreeable sub- 
jact on which to snub a member. 

Mr. Todd said that when a bill camo up 
for second reading was the tims to explain 
tho object of a bill. 

Mr. Mara eomplained thot the yeas and 
nays were called before the Committoo 
rose; but they had not been taken. 

The Speaker sold that when a bill cnmo 
up for Boooud reading was the time to ox- 
puin it. 

OnAVINO DOCK. 

Mr. Holbrook askpd if he had under 
stood the hon. Premier to say, on tho day 
proTiouH, that the (tovornment wa.s in 
correspcjndem^o witli tho Canadian Gov- 
ernment with rc-ipoct to tliis scheme. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that ho had 
stated that the Canadian Government was 
prepared to consider any scheme on this 
subject that might be submitted to them. 

Mr. Robson said that that reply meant 
nothing. Of course the Canadian Govern- 
ment wenld receive and consider a com- 
munication on any subject. The question 
was, ware the Canadian Government pre- 
pared to give us better terms. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos replied that a com- 
munication had boon made to the Cana- 
dian Government which now awaited the 
action of the House on this point. 

Mr. Robaou— That is just what I said. 
But is the Crovernmont prepared to say 
that the Canadian Government will grant 
us bettor Terms ? 

Mr. Humphreys opposed the third read- 
ing of tho rosohitions. Tho Dominion 
Government would aak if it wore possiblo 
the Province could not supplement the 
amount already guaranteed so as to insure 
the construction of this groat work ?_The 
hon Premier had said it was a national 
^air; but he (Mr. Humphreys) contend- 
ed that it was a Provincial" work because 
if tho Imperial Govornmont required a 
Dock for tho repair of its vessels it would 
have built a Dock long ago. The propo- 
sition of the hon goiitleniau simply meant 
to defer this work for another year, and 
to air himself in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment as a man of great importance dele- 
gated to open up the Terms and arrange 
bettor ones. Tho Doininicm Parlianiout 
wore busiiioas men — which the .hon Pre- 
mier was not — and he would bo invited 
to outer a lawyer's oHlce to learn some- 
thing about contracts. He had never 
propounded a scheme that had succeeded 
and if the House ^^ ere able to fathom 
the depths of that gigantic mind they 
would probnbW find tbii' 'i«d really no 
piacticiil scheiue al nil ti> ""Or on tBUf or 
anv other subjoot. The I'ropoaition of the 
hon member for E9(iuira'i"' .^^'a^,* sensible 
one; and his krou unii incisive ajjooch. in 
wlilcii ho Jaceraled the hon. Premier so 
severely , was one of tho best of the kind 
ha had over listened to. This sohomo 
was iutended to bo used as patronage to 
perpetuate the hon gentleman's power; 
but he was satisfied it would fail. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said he had re- 
frained from making a atatement that he 
now believed ho ought to have made. The 
Parliament of New Brunswick had unani- 
mously voted for Better Terms. There 
wore times (and this was one of them) 
when party feelings and personal feelings 
should be sunk. He said the hon mem- 
ber for Lillooet allowed his imagination 
to run riot. Ho had spoken of the failure 
of his (the Premier's) schemo; but he for- 
got that his scheme to bo made 
a Gold Commissioner had also failed, 
[laughter. J 

Mr. Humphreys denied that he had 
ever formed such a scheme; but he know 
that the hon. Premier had olTerod to join 
tiie late Iliiniatry — with whom it would 
have been an honor to him to have 
Bat Jin any capacity - and tliat they had 
declined hia sorviiM's. [ Jjaughter. J 

Mr. Robertson said ho had been ^jre^jar- 
ed to offer an amendment, bnt having the 
assurance of the Premier that hon mem- 
bers would be informed during the re- 
cess of thp roKUlt of the negotiations, lie 
would not do so. 

Hon. Mr. DoGosmos here promised 
that tho result of tho negotiatii.uis wi)uld 
bo mado known at as early a dav as jKjssi- 
blo. 

The resolutions wore thou read u third 
time and imssed.

House went into Committee of Supply, 
Mr. Mara in the Chair. 

Minister of Agriculture and Finanoe, 

j;3,.')()0. 

Mr. Robaon moved that the amount 
down fur the 'rn-asury iJopiirtuu^ut (Sli,- 
r).')'2) b(! struck out and tln> duties added 
to tho.so of tho I'rovi ncial Secretary, lie 
said that the amount of revenue did nut 
exceed the transactions of a mercantile 
llrm which was conducted with much 
fewer bands. The House was asked to 
l)ay ;;0,.5r)'2 for the creation of a new do- 
jKU-tment, and tho largo and important 
distri(;tof Nanainio had only 81,000 voted 
it for roads, streets and bridges, while 
other districts fared no better. 

Mr. Holbrook sfiid that the Mainland 
was entitled to as many portfolios as the 
Island. Ho lield the iww department 
to be necessary, but tlu)ught tho salary 
should be cut down to Sil.OOO. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos claimed that tho 
department wua noecssary in order that 
the busiuoss of iko country might bo 
transacted effloiently, Tho Minister of 
Agriculture and Finance would also dis- 
ohargo tho duties of Clerk of the Exocu- 
tivo Council. 

Mr. Smiti) said ho ahould voto against 
tho item because he wanted to Pee all tho 
money that could bo spared devoted to 
making roads and bridges. 

Mr. BuDstor opposed the oreation of a 
fourth Minister because the country 
I'onld not support it. If there waa iieco.'?. 
nity for more Mainland men in tho Ci\\n- 
net, why did not tin* Premier look to that 
when ho formed tho Ministry. Tho 
fourth jiortfolio was a bait to influence 
hon members, The hon Promior had saiil 
that the Government had no power to 
deed land. It was not long ago that it 
had deeded away Ogdon Point. 

Mr. Humphreys would vote against 

those items bo^ause tbere m» ao real 



nece.ssity for it. Tho portfolio was simply 
intended to strengthen (numerionlly) tho 
Ministry. Its creation could not bo auc- 
cossfull'y dofondod, as it was calculated 
to sot tho House und the country at defi- 
ance. 

Hen. Mr. DeCosmos said the Minis- 
ters should be well paid, becauso the 
tenure of their office was so uncortaiu ; 
they had a certain amount of dignity to 
keep up and they had to travel through 
tho Districts to got information. 

Mr. Robson— Do the Executive travel 
ot their own expense ? 

Hon. Jlr. DeCosmoB — ^When thoy are 
not on public buainoss. 

Mr. Robaon — Ah! 

Mr. Hnmphroya said tho hon. Premier 

had cut the ground from under tho feet 
of the ^Ministry by saying that thoy re- 
quired big salaries in order to sujiport 
dignity. 

Mr. Robson said that tho late Ministry 
left tho Treasury Benches because they 
did not practice retrenchment, and the 
jiresent Ministry took their places because 
they promised to support retrenchment. 
And now tho hon Premier gloats over 
the support of tho members of tho late 
Ministry in hia attempt to iucroftso the 
expenditure. 

Mr. Smithe deemed the creation of a 
fourth portfolio at this time uuneceBsarr. 
He had not oi)i)oaed tho salary -of 83,600 
to each of tho other beads of Departments, 
but he believed that salaiy too high if the 
Ministera wore to be incroased; while 
opi)03ed to tho creation of tiiis portfolio, 
ho wanted to see tho Ministry givun a fair 
trial; thgreforo he should retire while tho 
vote was being taken.

As a result of this, cases and 
private practice increased in that propor- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem would not defend 
uiiuooU but tho office. He would gladly 
get rid of tlie fees as,it laid liiniJopentoaU 
Bort.i of Mcanani. roes were paid by the 
late .'\.ttorncy-( renoral in ao«.ov£nciri.o 
hin iiolitioal sitnfttion--tbftt is, lie had to 
attend to his ollice. He considered it a 
l)iocn of Yulgaritr on the jjart of tho hon. 
member forNanaimo to pry into any pri- 
vate affairs, and his inquiry came under 
this heading. Imagine a member of any 
Parliament juitting liis band in any Minis- 
ter's po(;itet to see what ho had mado while 
a .Minister. It is understood that every 
Attorney-General ahould retain bis pri- 
vate practice. It is unfair that this ])ieco 
of private life should bo dragged into 
public. If ho did his duty by the public 
he should be left to do the same by him- 
self. The investigation was undignirted; 
it was in bad taste. 

Mr. Robson said tho EstimHteB do not 
say that the .\ttornev-Genoral is to receive 
33,500, lint "{$2,500 with practice." It waa 
tho Estimates, not ho (Mr. Robson) that 
brought this private matter* ia public. If 
figures mean anything their reduction 
means that he will not devote so much at- 
tention 10 his oflicial duties. He is to bo 
paid in two wayB--tirHt, liy salary; and 
Bocond. by bis i)rivate practice. It was 
his (.Mr. Robson's) duty, after thin, to 
consider the second source. 

Mr. Walkem said that tho feos were 
paid by the Government. 

Mr. Holbrook said that Sir John A. 
Macdonnld recoivod the sftino as other 
Ministers. He boro testimony to the 
worth of the present Attorney-Creneral ; 
ho was the soul of the Ministry .[laughter ] 
The Government requires all his time; he 
should give the whole of his advice to the 
MiniBlry. Ho would like to see tho Cn- 
niidian [jraetioe ndoptod and the .-Vftorney- 
Oenoral jiut in a priioisflly similar po.si- 
tion with the other ministers. 

^fr. Robson said if this was done for 
rfHlnction he would vote for it, but bo ap- 
prohendod thit it would inornaae the f x- 
])QU8e to tho country. He knew it would 
create diasatjsfaotion. Mr. Robson then 
moved that the salary bp made 8.'1,5()0 
without practice. 

After a short consultation with his col- 
leagues hon. iilr. DeCosmos acosptod the 
proposition of tiio hon. niomber for Nn- 
naiino and said he would bring down the 
additional 81000 in the Stipplemontary 
Estimates in li'SU of iiractiee.
